Bay, Waveland In ‘Generally Good’ 
Condition Of Cleanliness Now 


In a staggered survey of Bay St. 
Louis and Waveland it was found by 
Mrs. J. W. Hil Jr. Chairman of the 
"Litterbug" campaign, and Mrs. Max 
Kohler, co-chairman, that generally, the 
two towns are in good condition from 
the standpoint of cleanliness. 

Beginning on Highway 90 at the 
State Roadside Park, the committee 
women placed posters at that point and 
noted that conditions were favorable. 
In fact, it was found that all but one 
or two business places on the Highway 
were very well kept. Only in one case 
was rubbish used for a "filler" and in 
this case the owner condescended to 
cooperate in cleaning up. 

On St. John St. it was found in one 
section that a simple garden overflow- 
ing with white narcissus blossoms was 
flanked on the other side of the street 


by a disreputable refuse heap. 

On Second St, right in the midst 
of one of the best residential sections 
of Bay St. Louis, an unsightly pile 


roofing paper and var- 
ious other genus of rubbish was also 
being used as a "filler." However, on 
Sunday this particular spot was being 
burned in an attempt to clear it up, 


which proves that property owners are 


of discarded 


sincerely cooperating in the clean-up 
drive. 

On a visit to the St. Rose de Lima 
school to deliver an appeal to the 
children, Mrs. Hill was told by the 
Sister Superior at that institution that 
the school attendants were not only 


willing but eager to keep the grounds 
clean, but she requested that adults 
using the cemetery opposite be more 
careful in disposing of paper and other 
refuse when visiting the cemetery.“ 

A new resident in Bay St. Louis 
called the chairman to state that “she 
was making an effort to clean and 
beautify her grounds but that the 
ditches surrounding her property were 
stagnant, odorous and would be “in- 
fested with bacteria” when warm weath- 
er arrived unless they were cleaned. 

Another resident called to remind 
that there are dried cement sacks lit- 
tered at one point on the beach front, 
and a promise was made that another 
effort would be made in enlisting the 
aid of the property owner in this case. 

There too many instances in 
which boxes and old tubs are being 
used for garbage 1eceptacles. House- 
wives are reminded that no matter 
hew carefully newspaper and other 
refuse is placed in containers without 
lids that either the wind or stray dogs 
will wreak havoc with it in moments. 

It is brought to the attention of 
property owners that garbage or trash 
used as a "filler" in low sections is 
a useless project. Garbage deteriorates

and wastes into practically nothing, 
leaving a worse condition than  be- 
fore. The consideration for surround- 


ing neighbors who must wade through 
the period when the garbage is dis- 
integrating, and face the discouraging 
factor, should als be remembered. 

In the Waveland district there were 
found only one or two business places 
whose grounds could be kept cleaner. 
In every case in both towns the com- 
mittee s received cordially and left 
encouraged. 

At one point in Waveland it was 
gratifying to note that in the place of 
one of the most unsightly and unsani-
